In view of this fact, it 
is not strange that people are beginning to 
ask: What effect do moving pictures in 
general have upon the growing minds of 
ehildren, and what sort of pictures is it best 
for young people to see? A few days ago 
a woman told a local judge that the mind 
of her ‘little son had become unbalanced 
through attending too many pictures of the 
dimenovel variety. Every now and then 
cases are brought to light in which young 
men or women and sometimes mere chil- 
dren have been incited to criminal acts 
through the influence of the sensational and 
morbid in motion-picture drama. Such in- 
stances as these have caused a wave of 
protest from many religious organizations 
and from parents and educators who have 
begun to appeal to the producers for more 
wholesome, more decent dramas. The Par- 
ent-Teachers’ Association in Los Angeles 
has appointed censors to tell the parents 
whether or not the pictures shown in those 
districts are fit for their children to see. 
There exists at present a National Board 
of Censors which passes upon mest picture 
dramas and which is supposed never to 
Place its stamp of approval upon an inde- 
cent or suggestive drama. This organiza-

to see that they are losing money on the 
salacious, suggestive drama and that, from 
a box-office standpoint, the clean, bright, 
uplifting picture is the most desirable. The 
sensational and the morbid will doubtless 
be eliminated from the picture world—not 
through an enforced censorship, which 
be contrary to democratic government, but 
through the demand of the public and the 
business sagacity of the producers. :
